Results In the East. 
Pennsylvania has gone

519 and 80,598 respectively. Connecti­ 
cut is Republican save in a few cities 
and towns, but Congressman George 
L. Lilley, the Republican 
candidate 
for governor, ran behind Mr. Taft. His 
majority is 5,000, whereas the Repub­ 
lican presidential candidate has car­ 
ried the state by 8,500. 
This is below 
Mr. Roosevelt’s figure in 1904, and 
the same thing is true of practically 
every state in the Union that has been 
carrried by both Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Taft. 
The lower house of the Sixty-first 
congress will be Republican, but by a 
reduced-majority. 
With returns from 
some districts still in doubt and others 
contested it appears now 
that the 
house will 
remain safely Republican. 
The senate will remain Republican 
Speaker Cannon has won his fight for 
re-election, but by a reduced majority. 
Moat of the great cities of the coun­ 
try have gone Republican, with the ex­ 
ception of New- York and Chicago.

o f cotton: 
Superintendent Public Instruction, 
Des Moines, Iowa. 
Dear sir: 
I ani 
sending you by this mail under asp­ 
erate cover a cluster of cotton raised 
in Wise county, Texas, which took 
the premium at our county fair held 
in Decatur. 
This cotton grows on stalks some­ 
thing like the stalks of buckwheat, 
and grows from I 4 to I bale of cotton 
per acre: a bale of cotton weighs 500 
pounds and sells for about 10c per 
pound, which nets the farmer, togeth­ 
er with one-half ton of seed, about 
$55 per bale.

In a general talk looking to the ad­ 
vancement of Bowie, ce Vera I gentle­ 
men made brief speeches.

The mention of the oil and gas field 
at Petrolia caused Mr. Boedeker to re­ 
mark that he believed that field ex­ 
tended close to Bowie. 
Mr. Turner, 
at the George Brown place, he said, 
had a good prospect. 
I n a short time 
he expects oil experts her®, at which 
time he will show them around and 
if possible interest them here. 
Should 
an effort be made to bore for oil, “ I 
hope our people, or those who own 
land, will not put a ridiculous price 
onit and thus scare off prospective 
buyers. 
Rather,” he said, “ sell them 
a part of your holdings at reasoneble 
figures, and then profit by the land 
you retain.
